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INTRODUCTION. 


Statement of Objects and Reasons for the Intro- 
duction of Act No, XII of 1894 


Aor V or 1869, known as the Tndian Artiolos of War, 
has long been foll to require amendmont and re-casting, as 
much for*the many defects an@ rodundanoies contained, thora- 
in as for its faulty arrangement, 

Tn 1887, the-Jndian Army Bill was drafted on tho basis 
of the Army Act with tho viow to oxtonding to tho Native 
Army, 28 far as the difforenco of ciroumstancos would pormit, 
the improvenonts in military law introduced into the Brilish 
Army by the Army Ach and tho proceding Discipline Act; 
but, a3 that Bill did not moot with tho approval of tha 
Seoretary of State, a Bill for the amondmont of Aot V of 
1869 was ordpred, and is now submitted, doaling oftly with 
tho more glifting def8ols of tho Articles of War, following 
vory eenily the proposals of the Indian Anny Bill, 1887. 

A. furthor reason for the amondmont of the Act aries 
from thé passing by Parlinmogt of tho Madsay and Bomhiy 
Armies Aot, abolishing, froma dato Lo be deltormingd by the 
Govornorétoporal in Counoil;'tho Presidential syatom, 

Tl has beon i cal expedionl to confor on the Gonofil 
OMoers Commanding the oroos in tho four Commands into 
which tho Army of India is to hq, divided undor tho now 
syslomeall the powers now held hy the Commandors-in-Ohiof 
of Madras and Bombay. 

Lhe powors now hold by the CGovornas of Madras and 
Bombay havo boon ontivoly rosdMded. 

Tn explaining somo of tho mora important of the proposat 
amondmonts tho order of tho soctions will, a8 far us possible, 
bo adherad {%, 4 

1, Section 8 specified the difforeit classes of persona auh- 
Jeob to military law, Tt will bo observed that parsons who 
aro not Zazottod, allested or enrolled, and who arg inoludod 
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erely on the ground of their being sorvants or followars, a 
subject to the law only when on active seyvice, jn camp, or 
the march, or ab a frontier post at which the Governor. 
General in Council may direct that they shell be so subject. 

It follows that all persons attf&ched ¥o the Native Army, 
whom it is desired to subject to military law in cantonments, 
must be either attested or enrolled, and it is left 10 exeoutive 
action to determine what classes of persons shall bp onrolled 
and what classes attested. ° 

2. Section 6 provides that the Govornor-Gonéral in Council 
may declare what persons are to be enrolled only or be both 
enrolled and attested. It is apprehended that the distinction 
betwegn the attestation and Snrolment has not ben always 
attended to, and that persons may thus have been attested 
who ought to have been enrolled, and vice vmsd ; and, as the 
amendment makes certain substantial distinctions betwoon 
attested and enrolled persons, it has been thought well to 
empower the Commander-in-Chief in India, and General 
Officers Commanding the Forces inthe four Commands, sub- 
ject to any rules which may be prescribed by the Governor. 
General in Council, to direct that any persons who havo been 
attested under the old Jaw shall be deemed to bogprolled under 
the new law, and vice versd, 

Sub-seption (3) provides that, except in the case of a recruit 
who will be attested when reported fit for duty, tho form of 
attestation should be gone thyough as soon as posstble upon 
enlistment or enrolment before ¢ civil or military officer ; and 
it should be stated that the intention is that thee fer should 
ordinarily be an officer invested With magissorial powers, — ,, 

3, In connection with this amendment a question of some 
importance presents ilagf as to the modo of denling with 
classes of Nativos sorving with British corps. 7 

The persons in question may, in some cases, be mero ser. 
vants, as, for cxample, the grass-cutters attached to British 
cavalry regiment, buf in othd’ oases, like that of the mahouts 
attached to a British heavy battery, they may bo said to 
constitute an integral part of the corps. <e 

The necessity of subjecting somo persons of thoso classes 
to military lew appears to be recognized ; and it scems dear, 
and is further in accordance with the general intontign shown 

' in the Mutiny Acts and in the Army Act, and by tho recent 
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notion of the Government of India in bringing nativo driverg 
of British mountgin battories and the mon of tho ‘Transport 
Corps’ ner the Tndian Avticlos of War, that thoy should, if 
subjeot to militaryelaw, bo subjoot to that form of it provided 
for the Native Army? id ® 

The Army Act, in so far as ib applies Tndlian military law 
to any porsons of those classes, applies it only to thom in car- 
iain casos whore they afo on active sorvico—sco aoolion 176 
(10); and it#s undorstood that the usnal practice has hoon to 
enrol thom or attest thom in somo mannor undor the, Tndian 
Artioles and then troat thom as persons who, though thoir 
sorvices aro placed at the clisposal\ f the British corps, bolong 
to the Nativo Army and avo aifyjoot to tho Tndian Autiolos, 
The amendment will admit of this practice boing continued, 
but with a slighdmadditional formality, in tho caso of porsons 
who aro merely onrolled and not abtestod. In the caso of 
these persons it would be impracticable Lo prescribe any moro 
elaborate provess for subjecting thom (owmilitary law than tho 
moro ontry of their namog on a list with their consont, This 
being so, the list on which they aro ontorad ought to become 
specially appropriated to this purpose. Tf, for example, they 
wore merely qx¥orod oy tho pay list of a British corps which 
might contain tho names of othor olasses of Native sorvants 
whom it is not proposad to subjoct to mililary law, Lhoye would 
bo nothing to distinguish thoir position from that of those othor 
sorvants, and, as hag adorsionglly happened, « doubt might 
aviso on. tho important point mm to whother they wore or wore 
not subjec#ie@military law, ‘To provont this tho prencrcit 
pyovides that tha, namo offa porson to bo onrolled must be 
entored on the list of somo corps or department of Tor Majes- 
ty’s Tndian Forces, Special lists will sheroforo havo to bo kept 
in such British corps in which Nativos Pea to tho comps, 
and whom it is dosived Lo subject to Tadian mititary law, will 
ho ontored as belonging bo soma sort of servants, corps ar daparl- 
mont of ITor Majosty’s Indian Voroos, This, ib is bolinved, 
will not givo much troublo, and ib will put an ond to tho difi- 
oultios whichnow from timo Lo time ariso,rogarding tho posi- 
tion of thoso persons, 

4.0 Astiole 2 (1), (2), (8) ane (4) ompowors covinin authori+ 
tios to egnfor upon servants and followers subject to military 
law a status highor than that of a soldior for tho purposes of 
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ny provision of the law, and has been suggested by, section 
75 (8) of the Army Act; but having rogard Jo tho great 
diversities of position among the numerous porsons who 
accompany an army in this country in @nnection with the 
furnishirg of supplies, for the performsics of olevical work, 
as private traders, and otherwise, it has beon thought woll to 
give a wider disoretion and to allow not merely the status of 
an officer but also that of a warrant officer or non-commission- 
ed officer to be thus conferred, . 7 
5, Article 2 (5) empowers the Governor-General in Council 
to determine in cases of doubt any question as to the rani of 
any person, or as to whether he is above or below a specified 
avank,eand has been introduced* with reference to thoke Articles 
which apply, eg., to persons “below the rank of warrant 
officer” or “below the rank of non-commissaened officer.” It 
is believed that, as a rule, there will be no diftioulty in doter- 
mining the rank of a person subject to the Artioles of War ; 
but, as in the case of some enrolled persons aedoubt might 
arise, it has been deemed advisablesto provide for its removal. 
6, Articles 3 and 4,—Under the oxisting law, tho discharge 
as distinguished from the dismissal, of » commissioned officer 
or other person has been practically impossible, Dismissal 
carries with it forfeiture of all claim to pension, This has not 
unfrequently been found to be inconvenient, It may often 
he desirable to discharge x commissioned officer or soldier 
under conditions which do nog call for a forfeiture of pension 
earned, e 
¢ Zhe proposed amendment will effect thiw gd without 
injustice to the discharged persof. ° . 
The further amendment in Article 4, giving power to General 
Officers Commanding disisions or distriols to dismisa or dis- 
chargo, is thought to be very desirable, This power’ is oxor- 
cised by the General Officers Commanding the Punjab Tron- 
tier Force and the Hyderabad Contingent undor theg existing 
law, and has worked well,

Court-martial of the Army Act and tho prosont Artiolos, and

Tho District Court-martial corresponds Lo the Disbriop and 
Garrison Courigtnartialgst tho prosont Artiolos, but diffors 
therofrom in tho following particulars, that it is to consist of 
not loss than five officers instond of sovon, but if so many aa 
five avo ngt available, it may consist of any numbor nob loss 
than throo ; that it is compotontéo try any afenoe wndar tha

The Rogimontal Court-martial corresponds to tho Rogimon- 
tal Court‘martial, Rogimontal Dolachmont Courtmartial and! 
Dotachmont Court-martial of tho presont Articles, Tis 
powers remain tho samo, but ib is fo consist of throo—inatoad 
of fivo—officors, 

Tt is debarred from iwying ga considorable numbor of the 
moro serious military offoncos and any civil offonca without 
the pormission of superior authority, Ib can try any porson 
subject to tho Articles and not abovo tho rank of non-commis- 
sionod offigor who is undor the command of tho convoning 
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9. Article 89.—Bvoery finding and sentence of ay ordinary 

“Court-martial requires confirmation and will bg valid only in 
so far as itis confirmed, This is in substantial accordance 
with the existing law, but an important qhango is proposed in 
Article 89A, sub-section (1), whfch, ex€opt on active sorvico 
or beyond the limits of India, makes sentences of doath, 
transportation or imprisonment for a term oxceeding seven 
years confirmable only by the Comnfander-in-Chief in Tndia, 
the General Officer of a Command or an Officas Commanding 
& Force not attached to 1 Command. 

10. Of the extraordinary Courts-martial the Summary 
General Court-martial corresponds to the Field General Court- 
martial of the Army Act afld to the Detachmd¢ht General 
Court-martial of the present Articles, It is intended also to 
replace to some extent the General Courtwwartial whioh the 
present Articles allow tobe convened under an Order in 
Council, but which has, as a matter of fact, now fallen into 
disuse, It may be convened by an Officer speaially empower- 
ed by the Government of India oreby the Commander-in-Chief 
in India, or the General Officer of a Command, or by an Officer 
Commanding any detached portion of Ter Majesty's troops 
on active service, when, in his opinion, it isenot practicable, 
with due regard to discipline and the Sxigenci& of the service, 
that an offence should be tried by an Sdinory Genoral Court- 
martial, . 

It has the same powers 9g  Goneral Court-nfartial, and 
differs from a Generel Court-ngartial chiefly in this, that it muy 
consist of any number of officers not less tam three, that 

hese officers may he either Bw@tish officays or Native officors, 
or both combined as the convening officor thinks fit, tha it 
may be convened and jhe proceedings may be vovordod in tho 
form in which a Field Gonoral Court martial under Army Act 
is convened records ils proceedings, that is, without recording 
the evidence, unless the convening officer specially Qivects tho 
evidence together with th® prisoner's statemont in dofonco to

attached, Itconsists of tho Commanding Oflicor sitting with 
two other officors, who ablond to watch the iial and sign the 
procecdings, Its ordingty functions aro restrictod lo the 
trial of any parson under the command of tho oflicor holding 
the trial, oxcopt an officer, medical subordinate ‘or warrant 
officer, but a membor of an Army Ifospiteal Corps may be 
tried by Summary Court-martial by any officor authorized in 
this behalf~by tho Officer Comntinding the district.

Miscellaneous. 


14, Article 182,—Following en the grihoiples of the Army 
Act, it will now be possible for a Court-martial to reduce a 
non-commissioned officer to a junior grade instead of neoossn- 
rily being compelled to reduce him to the ranks ; and further, 
a Court-martial will be in a position to award, on occasion, 
duplicate ptnishment, as, for example, dismissal coupled with 
one of the other punishments awardable under the article, 

16. Article 151,—This proviso is intended to do away 
with the anomaly of senteno; of less than three months’ hard 
labour imprisonment having either to be commuted to simple 
imprisonment, or, if not commuted, losing the services of a 
soldier for perhaps a comparatively venial offence, as it is held 
to be prejudicial to the interests of a regiment to receive back 
into the ranks a person who has been an inmate for any time 
of a civil jail. < : 

16. Article 155 provides a necessary safeguard to the 
soldier who, having been convicted by the civil power in a 
court df first instance, is acquitted on appeal. 

It further provides for the temporary retentpn to the ranks 
of e soldier who, on active service, has been sontenced to trans- 
portation or imprisonment, and declares the time the soldier 
is so retained shall be reckoned as part of hia term of trans- 
portation or imprisonment, 7 

17, Article 161A, followin generally on the Rrovisions of 
the Army Act, makes due preyision for the ‘\brégorvation of 
the proceedings of Courts-martial, and the means by which 
these records will be available to persons interested, 

18. Article 162—The amendments will ompowor the 
Court of Enquiry not only to declare the unauthorised absence 
and the period thereof, but also to take evidence upon oath. 
as to any deficiency of Gorernment property whiolMhad been 
entrusted to the absentee, and the recordod deolaration 
thereof will be, at any subsequent trial, presumptive ovidence 
of that deficiency, 5 

19. Avrdicle 164.—Power is given to General Officer Com-

20, Articles 171,10 176.—Civil offences committed beyond 
British India, or Oneactive service within Urilish India. 
These urticlea will ontiroly romove tho difioulties whioh have 
not unfrequontly beon oxperieneod in enling: with oivil 
offences of the gravor elassos commilted by suldiers whon 
‘serving beyongl tho limits of British India, 

The Criminal Courts aro givon conourront jurisdiction with 
Courts-martial over such offonees, Conflicis may ab times 
arise, but, lo prevent any difficully from this, ib 1s provided 
that when the two classes of Cosrls have concurrent jurisdic- 
tion it will be for the military anthoritios to decide in the 
first instanco on the tribunal to which tho caso is to be sub- 
mitted ; but thaf, if the ordinary Criminal Courb having 
jurisdiction is of opinion that tho case ought to bo trod 

fore itself, il may require tho military authovitios to stop 
thoir proceedings pending a roferonce to tho Governor: 
General in Council, 

Article 173 is quite a now provision, ut it ia in accord: 

ance with the practice which fina to somo extent aie least 
rovailed unde"the extsting kuv whon violence or throats 
have been mado agninst a superior officer, 

Tt provides that cortain grave offences involving violonce 
or throats mgaingt any porson gubjoob vo military law shall, 
though committed in British TnQia, bo cugnizable by a Court. 
martial, 

Tho British soldior is, throughout tho groator part of Britial? 

India, trieble by 1 Court-martial for a civil offence, 

Tho Nativo soldior, on tho contrary, is trinblo by Court 
martial only for military offences, and*vho Indian Artiolos in 
defining theso offencos do nob provide oxpressly for tha ease 
of a soldier killing, or inflicting somo sorious injw'y on, hx 
suporior Micor, Tn auch a onso, tdoreforo, tho Nativo soldior 
ought, stricUy apoaking, to bo made over for trial to tho ordi- 

venivy Criminal Court ; but it thought somotimos dosirablo 
that he should ¥o tied by a Court-martial, wltich would dispose 
of tho caso rapidly and with a due regard bo tho intorcsis of 
discipline; and he is accordingly put on his trial boforo a 
Court-maritul “for assaulting his suporior oflicor” an offence 
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punishable with death or any less pennliy undor the oxisting 
articles, and thus substantial justico is dono and the ond of 
discipline are secured, though by a procediwve which thust he 
allowed to be somewhat irregular, It should be obaorved that, 
apart frem the irregularity of trying foga moro naaaulira man 
who is guilty perhaps of murder, this mode of dealing with 
such cases is practicable only under a law which, liko the 
present Articles, makes all assaults on o superior officor indise 
criminately punishable with death without teking rocount, ta 
the Army Act does, of ciroumstanoes so important as that of 
the officer being in tho exeoution of his duty or othorwiso, or 
that of the offence being committed on activo sorvico or in a 
cantgnment; and such a lawet scoms diffiowlt to nynintain, 

Tt has accordingly been thought better to recognize tho faot 
that it is desirable in the interests of discipline that oortain 
civil offences whether against a superior ofMebr or othor porson 
subject to military law should be triuble by a Courtanartial 
instead of exclusively by an ordinary Criminal Court, and to 
make them triable by a Court-martial in the? samo way ay 
civil offences committed by a British soldier. 

+91. The concluding section gives the Governor-Gonera in 
Cound power to apply all or any of the provisions of Articles 
as amended by this Bill to any force rais@ein Tndia undor 
the authority of the Governor-General in Couneil, with ro- 
spect to which there may be doubt whether it forms part of 
Her Majesty's Indian Army, [t will, it is thought, be found 
useful ag affording a means of removing tho diMoultios which 
have occasionally been felt fogarding tho ap liqgtion of any 
Yorm of military law to cortaingforces which aro maintininod 
chiefly for local purposes under the conltl of tho Govormor=,, 
General’s Agonts in Native tervilory, and which aro ohtiroly 
distinct from the fordos of Nativo Statos known ag Linporial 
Service Troops,
